EDMONTON 
' REPORT 


By Donald F. Smith 


MUNICIPAL HEADS 
MEET 


EDMONTON — Representa- 
tives of Alberta’s four counties 
and 53 municipal districts put 
their heads together in Edmon- 
ton last week at the annual con- 
vention of the Alberta Associ- 
atien’ of Municipal Districts. It 
was the organization’s 45th con- 
vention. ee 

The more than 600 delegates 
and visitors attending witnessed 
the re-election of C: P. Hayes, 
of Strome, as president, while 
A. B. Haarstad, of Bentley, was 
re-elected vice-president. J. F. 
Smith of Fairview, was elected 
a director and’ continuing di- 
rectors are G. W. Moyer, Fort 
Saskatchewan, and J. M. McKay, 
Brant. 

Three of the convention’s four 
main addresses were delivered 
by provincial officials, includ- 
ing Municipal Affairs. Minister 
C. E. Gerhart, Highways Min- 
ister Gordon Taylor and J. W. 
Judge, deputy municipal affeirs 
minister. , 

Mr. Taylor warned the mun- 
icipal districts ° to stay away 
from. politics when allocating 
toad work sponsored by provin-: 
cial government grants. He told 
councillors to view the district 
as a single unit rather than in- 
vidual electoral districts. Co-op- 
eration has been good, the min- 
ister said, but where the depart- 
ment has met with refusals to 
meet specifications, grants were 
cut off. 


» “We are not using provincial 
grant money for the re-election 


lof _any council,” he emphasized. 


‘He explained that the depart- 
ment sees first the establishment 
of good district roads and to- 
ward this end 40 per cent of the 
grant money must be used to 
build these highways. Ten per 
cent can be spent on mainten- 
ance and the remainder ‘on local 
roads. 

President Hayes, in his report 
to the convention; pointed out 
that while many councillors

The president warned against 
creating heavy debts during 
prosperous years, on which in- 
terest and repayments must be 
made even-if adverse conditions . 
strike in future_years. 

He said: “I would like to men- 
tion a word of warning to our 
members at this time regarding 
the mortgaging of their future. 
This applies not only to muni- 
cipal financing but also to the 
individual. It is interesting to 
note that municipal districts 
have. until’ now refrained from 
committing themselves .to large 
capital borrowings. 

“The impact of adverse con- 
ditions can undoubtedly be min- -’ 
imized, if local government auth- 
orities are untrammeled with 
interest’ and ‘refunding. pay- 
ments ona debt’ created during 
past prosperous years.” 

Possibly ‘the fact that muni- 
cipal districts have been able, to © 
keep capital spending down ac- 
counts for the absence of reso- 
lutions calling for more govern- 
ment aid in the way of financial 
grants for:a wide variety of 
things, such as have been noted . 
at the conventions of the urban 
centres.
